However if tripartite agreement cannot be reached to limit idet.ti- 
ficatlon to procedure suggest (b) above, we would be prepared as last resort consider 
display of appropriate form of documentary identification on conditions: (1) fo-rm 

and validity of documentation would not be discussed with GBR officials, (2) Ldeiitif Lea* 

tlon would be only for movement (train, convoy, or individual vehicle) and not for 

personnel, and (3) documentary identification shown would not be allowed to come into 

hands of GIR officials.
